GRAIN FOR RUSSIA. 

it Is Bald That Though tho Paaiants Are 
Starving tho Government Granaries 
nre Full. 

London, Feb, 19. — A despatch from 
Vienna to the Chronicle, says that most of 
tho corn bought for the starving peasantry 
of Russia, with Russian Government money, 
is still stored in tho granaries of that coun- 
try, and that a portion only has been dis- 
tributed to the Buffering multitudes of tho 
famine-stricken provinces. There have been 
numerous granaries before in tho very 
regions where the famine is now raizing; but 
no official action hns been taken to relieve 
the victims, The Russian government, on 
this occasion) hus used tho famine to dia- 
guiso its policy of prohibiting tho exporta 
tinn of corn and of cramming with food the 
granaries of Northern Russia, upon which 
the Russians could depend in tho event of 
an unsuccessful war. The dispatch suys 
that this is understood to ho true in Russian 
official circles.

Spain Tnlieslfo Interest In Hie Fair. 

Madrid, Feb. 19.— In an interview, to- 
day, with n correspondent of tho United 
Press, Mr. Fred. Brackctt, of tho Chicago 
Fair Commission, expressed surpriso that 
no official committee bad been appointed in 
Spain to confer with the Commission. He 
said : " Wo have already visited Bar- 
celona, Valencia and Tarragona. Wo find 
everybody very cordial and friendly, but 
there is no committee anywhere to whom 
we can talk business. Wo are confident 
that, with proper official co operation on 
the part of tho Spanish Government, we 
can make tho exhibition a great success, 
but some rapid hustling will have to be 
done. We are daily expecting one of the 
Vice-Presidents here from Chicago, to- 
gether with other members of tho Ex- 
ecutivo Board, and then something definite 

ill bo done in short order. 

Cyclones In Portugal. 

Lisiion, Feb. 20 — A fearful cyclone, yes- 
terday, spread destruction in South Portu- 
gal. A cruiser lying in tho Tugus dragged 
her anchors, and merchant vessels wore 
swept before the storm. Tho ciistomi 
sheds in this city wero wrecked, nnd 
telegraph wires aro everywhere prostrated. 
The damage was not less that 5,000,0110 of 
franca. To the terror caused by the cyclone 
was added an earthquake in tho Provinco of 
Algarne, which did much damage to pro- 
perty, and caused a panic among the people.

Determined Duellists. 

PARIS, Feb. 10.— In a duel to-day be- 
tween M. Isaacs and M. Dumout, the par- 
ticipants fought with a fury quite unusual 
Franco. Swords were tho weapons. 
Isaacs received a wound in the lower part 
of the body and Dumont in the chest. Both 
wounds wero serious, and justified a termi- 
nation of tho encounter. Neither, however, 
would consent to withdraw, and they in- 
sisted, wounded as they were, on continu- 
ing the duel. Tho surgeon thereupon ob- 
jected, threatening to leave the ground un- 
less the combatants would consent to with- 
draw from tho field. Tho duellists then 
consented to sheath their swords. 

Fire— Two Hundred Children In Dnnsi 

London, Feb. 19. — A lantern show held 
by a club of Unionists, of King's Cross, wus 
broken up to-night in a tragic way. A lad 
who was present at the celebration upset a 
paraffin lantern. The burning paraffin sot 
lire to the floor and caused a frightful 
panic. Grown-up people screamed and the 
two hundred children rushed about in 
a (right made all the moro desperate by tho 
example of their elders. In the rush for 
escapo on tho staircases twenty wero in- 
jured, five of whom may die. Tho door of 
exit had been closed and locked, and this 
added to the horror of the occasion. For- 
tunately the conflagration did not spread. 

Bunkers Ridicule the Koporl. 

London, Feb. 18. — Bankets hero ridicule 
tho report cabled from New York, that 
gold is about to bo sent hero from America. 
On the contrary, they assert that gold ship- 
ments, in the near future, are more likely to 
be mado to tho United States th in from 
New York to this city. It is stated that 
banking houses in this city havo purchased, 
for clients greatly interested on the bull 
side of the New York market, many bills of 
exchange. These parties will use the bills 
to back up high prices in the exchange 
market to such an extent that there even is 
a likelihood of gold being soon exported 
from this country to tho United States. 

THE FRENCH CRISIS, 



any theatrical display prevented serious dis- 
aster. 

A despatch dated, Furis, February 18th, 
says that beforo tho vote was taken Pre- 
mier do Fieycinet denied that the measure 
was intended as an act of persecution of the 
church, or that it need he regarded as tho 
precursor of the separation of church and 
state. He warmly commended tho concili- 
atory spirit of tho Pope. He added : "Wo 
doubtless will be called upon some day to 
treat, with tho Vatican on religious ques- 
tions. A portion of tho clergy may possi- 
bly refuse to enter upon tho path 
pointed out to them, but universal 
sufl'rngo will judge between the two 
policies. In conclusion, Be Freycinet gavo 
assent to tho demands for urgency, though 
he said that he would not give the measure 
tho significance that Hubbard's motion did. 
Finally Do Freycinet again rose and de- 
manded that the order of the day bo moved, 

dicating tho views of tho chamber on the 
subject. 

The crisis, which was completely unfore- 
seen when the Chamber met, was brought 
about by a coalition of Radicals and the 
Right. Tho division revealed a Radical 
strength of 191 votes, which will not suffice 
to constitute u governmental majority ; 
hence, it is agreed that tho formation of a 
new ministry will be a difficult task. 

The ministerial crisis sprung so suddenly 
and with so little cause upon the Chambers 
yesterday has hod little or no disturbing ef- 
fect ns yet upon the public. There is some 
excitement, but it is confined to purely 
political circles, although it is capablo 
of extending if fanned into flame. To- 
day Paris is perfectly quiet. Affairs in 
the ministerial offices at the Palais Bour- 
bon go on tho same as ever. Everybody 
awaits the result with tranquility. The 
prevuiling.opinion is, there will be a dis- 
solution of t ho Chambers, unless the Minis- 
try, which has just rosigued, is patched up. 
M. Bo Freycinet, who dined with President 
Caruot, last night, is closeted with him, to- 
day.

Paris, Feb. 19.— President Carnot has 
accepted the resignation of tho Ministry. 
He hud a long conference with M. Do Frey- 
cinet beforo concluding upon tho acceptance 
of the resignations, and tho Premier told 
tho President that his action could not 
be recalled, aud that tho course of the 
Chamber left no choico between dishonor 
and resignation. M. Failliores, the Minister 
of Public Works, is looked upon with cold- 
ness by his colleagues as tho primary cause 
of the crisis, by his aggressive attitude to- 
wards the clergy, and the eupporter3 of the 
Government join in condemning his policy, 
as rendering tho catastrophe of yesterday 
inevitable. After the defeat of tho Ministry 
there was a remarkable scene in the Cham- 
ber. At first I ho majority were us thunder- 
struck as tho minority. They hardly ex- 
pected to overthrow the ministry by - such 
an extraordinary vote. Then the followers 
of tho old regime, who had sat in cold hau- 
teur, day after day, watching tho onward 
sweep of the current beyond their control, 
suddenly uwoko to a senso of tho result. 
Thoy threw aside their dignity, and began 
embracing, some even kissing each other. 
Stately nobles from remote purts of France, 
who are loyal to tho Church and tho royal 
house, forgot their reserve aud dancod 
about liko dervishes in their delight nnd 
tho defeat of tho ministry. The majority, 
on tho other hand, wus first dumbfounded 
and frantic, and answered tho shouts of joy 
with yells of execration. The prudence of 
the ministry in promptly retiring without 



Paris, Geb. 19.— This morning Deacon 
was arraigned beforo tho magistrate at 
Cannes. Ho said in substance that ho was 
sorry ho killed Arbcille, and only wanted to 
mark him as a proof that he hud criminal 
relations with his wife. Mrs. Deacon cor- 
roborated her husband's story. Deacon will 
probably bo bailed this evening. 

CANNES, Feb. 18.— The Btory is an old 
one — a handsomo woman mated to a man 
she botrays, forgetting honor inker infutua- 
tion or fancy for another man, and bringing 
shame and sorrow upon her family. For a 
timo Deacon has suspected bis wife of 
being unduly intimate with Arbeill 
nnd lias kept a closo watch. Lost 
night ho discovered Arbeillo in his wife's 
chamber. Do summoned tho secretary of 
the hotel, and together they went to Mrs, 
Deacon's apartment and forced the door 
Mrs. Deacon was alone. The husband pro 
cecded to the adjoining room, and then 
discovered Arbcille attempting to hide 
himself behind a chair, Deacon drew 
a revolver and lired three shots, 
fatally wounding tho Frenchman. 

Another report of tho all'iir says Deacon 
had gone up to Paris, but returned sud- 
denly, and went straight to his wife's bed- 
room. When Deacon hurst in, he found, 
the story has it, his wife in bed, and M. 
Arbeillo standing by the bedside. After 
having reproached his wife, tho Am- 
erican is said to have turned his 
wrath upon Arbeillo, who had professed 
the utmost friendship for tho confiding hus- 
bmd, and, after upbraiding him, fired three 
shots. Tho Frenchman screamed with agony 
and fell back and died on tho mat in front 
of tho bed. Deacon then turned to his 
wife and said: "Killing is too good for yon. 
You shall be reserved for a worse fate. 
You shall live to have tho finger of scorn 
pointed at you tho rest of your life. Never 
let mo sac your deceitful face again." Mrs. 
Deacon, at these words, fell flat on her face 
in a swoon. 

Mis. Deacon is a mo3t attractive woman. 
She dressed with exquisite taste, and was 
the object of considerable attention on the 
part of men. Nobody, however, for a 
moment imagined she engaged in anything 
moro than harmless flirtation, M. Arbeille 
was an attache of one of the French lega- 
tions, and a bachelor. He had been intimately 
acquainted with the Deacons for a long 
time. It is not expected that Deacon will 
remain long in custody. It is reported that 
United States Minister Reid has taken a 
personal interest in .the case, and is doing 
everything possible for Mr. Deacon. The 
wife, on the other hind, is not the re- 
cipient of much sympathy. 

FUR SEALING. 

The President's Prohibitory Proclamation Is- 
sifd— Penalties Provided and Re- 
servations Made. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. — The President 
has issued tho usual proclamation pro- 
hibiting tho killing of seal in Behr- 
iug Sea. It refers to the law contained in 
section 1950, R. S., chapter 3," title 23, 
which enacts that no persons shall kill any 
otter, mink, sable, fur seal or other fur 
bearing animal within tho limits of Alaska 
Teriitoryor in tho waters thereof; and 
every person guilty shall, for each 
offence, bo fined not less than 
$•200 or more than $1,000, or im- 
prisonment for not moro than six months 
or both, and all vessels their tackle, apparel, 
furniture and cargo found employed in vio- 
lation of this section, shall bo forfeited, but 
tho Secretary of tho Treasury shall have 
power to authorize tho killing of any such 
mink, marten, or oilier sable or other bear- 
ing animal, except fur seals under such 
regulations as ho may prescribe, and it shall 
be the duty of tho Secretary to prevent tho 
killing of any fur seal and to provide for 
tho execution of tho provisions of this sec- 
tion until it is othorwiso provided by law, 
or ho shull grant any special privileges 
under this section.

The question of continuing the 
modus vivondi for the protection of seal 
life in Bebring Sea, which was in operation 
last summer, had not been agreed upon up 
to a day or two ago.

— Archbishop Feeham, 
of Chicago, chairman of the organization 
committee of the Columbia Catholic con- 
gress, has authorized the statement that 
questions relating to the independence of 
the Holy See and Catholic education had 
not been excluded from tho progrumme of 
tho congress.

Washington, Feb. 19.— Tho Congres- 
sional Worlds Fair train to Chicxgo, con- 
sisting of four sections, of eight palatial Pull' 
man cars each, loft here this afternoon. The 
first section started at 3:05 and the last o:io 
at 4:. ')0. Tho party was composed of a 
large number of distinguished statesmen; 
representatives of foreign legations, 
newspaper men and ladies. Hon- A. T. 
Emery, chairman of tho Citizen's Commit- 
tee of Chicago, had general chargo of the 
party, but each ol tho separate trains wus 
under the direct charge of an Illinois eon 
gressman. Tho several trains followed each 
other within intervals of 15 minutes be- 
tween the various sections in order to iiiHiro 
safoty.

THUNDER HILL MINING CO. 

General Meeting of Shareholders— Develop- 
ment Operations Completed— Suc- 
cess Assured. 

A general meeting of the shareholders of 
tho Thunder Hill Mining Co., limited, was 
yesterday afternoon held at the ollice of the 
company, Douglas street, with a large at- 
tendance of interested parties, Major J. 
Nicholles presiding. 

Tho chairman, in opening the meeting, 
said that tho trustees considered it advis- 
able, when some §S,O0O worth of shares had 
been subscribed, to commence work upon 
tho mine in order to get the development 
operations completed by spring, and tho re- 
sults had proved tho wisdom of this action. 
In tho meantime, the remainder of tho 
stock was being disposed of, which neces 
sarily delayed tho calling together of a gen 
cral meeting. The development work, how 
. ever, having been so far advanced, and at 
an earlier date than anticipated, it was do 
cided to call the shareholders together, to 
organize tho company, and, at the same 
time, increase the capital stock, as pro 
vided in the prospectus. The solicitors of 
the company had reported the titles to the 
property complete. There had been added 
to tho property originally specified in the 
prospectus fuur new claims— one on the 
north of Thunder Hill crown grant, con- 
veyed by Mr, Cochrane, and three on 
Findluy creek, located by Mr. Brady, tho 
company's manager, The water-power on 
the latter creek had been applied for, and 
100 acres of land, which would be coiircyed 
to tho company when tho Crown grant is 
issued for same. 

The engineer repotted that the work done 
anil developments made on the Thunder 
Hill and other mineral claims belonging to 
tho ompany, were sufficiently advanced,

SUN DA YGLOSING. 

We aro glad to find that the Sunday- 
closing section of tho Act respecting tho 
sale of fermented and spirituous liquors 
has been declared constitutional by the Su- 
preme Court of tho Province. Tho law is a 
good one, and it is in the true interest of 
liquor sollers, ns well as of the rest of the 
community, that it should bo generally ob- 
served. It wus, in our opinion, a mistako 
to contest the law, but now that it has been 
pronounced valid by the highest court of 
law in tho province, it is to ba hoped that 
hotel and saloon keepers will submit 
to it with a good grace. Thoy need a day 
of rest as well us their neighbors, and there 
is no reason why they cannot make a living 
by working six days in the week as well as 
men who follow other callings. Besides, 
permitting placjs in which intoxicating 
drinks are told, to be open on Sunday, gives 
Victoria a bad name in the East, and leads 
people to believe thai it is a very much worse 
place than it is. Victorians should never lose 
sight of the advantage to-them of their city 
having a good reputation in other parts of 
the Dominion. Its prosperity and its im 
porlancc in a very great measure depend 
on ils being considered by people in the 
East; a desirable place to live in ; but it 
will not have this reputation while it is 
ktiotvi) that its public bouse bars and its 
saloons are open " Sundays and Mondays." 

A HAPPY SOLUTION. 

We heartily congratulate the Senators of 
the University of British Columbia on the 
amicable adjustment of difficulties which 
seemed, «.t one time, almost insurmountable. 
And we liaye special pleasure in noting the 
fact that the Senators and members of Con- 
vocation on the Mainland took the initiative 
in bringing about this happy result. 

At a meeting held in Westminster, a 
deputation wus appointed to confer with 
the Senators in Victoria, and, on Tuesday 
evening last, a conference was held in tho 
parlor of the Driard. At this meeting, it 
was unanimously resolved to make tho 
University, in the meantime, merely an 
examining body, after tho model of tho 
University of London and tho University of 
Manitoba, leaving tho various localities to 
take whatever steps they might deem fit to 
provide teaching institutions where students 
could be prepared for University degrees. 
Already Whetham College in Vancouver 
and Cor rig College here aro prepared to 
give the necessary training to students in 
Art-i, and, no doubt, in tho near 
future, several fully equipped col- 
leges will be established in the 
province, in the various faculties in which 
the University is empowered to grant de- 
grees. The Senators waited upon tho Gov- 
ernment on Wednesday, and were very 
cordially received, tho Premier expressing 
his entire approval of the course proposed, 
and promising the assistance of tho Gov- 
ernment in meeting I lie expenses, which, to 
begin with, will be very light indeed. 

Tho first step, then, of providing higher 
education in this provinco has been taken 
iu tho line of tho very latest theories with 
regard to University extension. The Sen- 
ate will place before students of both sexes 
in this province, a curriculum equal if not 
superior to that, provided by tho other Uni- 
versities on this continent, and will pro- 
vide a BtafF of expert examiners, so that 
degrees will Le as highly prized from our 
University us from tho older institutions. 
Tho value of a degree, notwithstanding the 
opinion lately expressed by a local author- 
ity, doca not depend on the prestige of the 
institution or the number of I he students, but 
entirely upon the educational standard 
required in order to obtain it; and 
to call an institution us equal to a tenth- 
rate gr'ammor Echool, because at an curly 
period of its history it bad but 70 or 80 
students in attendance w. sasgicata mis- 
tako as it would be to judge ef tho ability 
of a Chief J ustice frorri tho population of the 



provinco in which ho held his commission 
Tho University of British Columbia will 
publish to tho world tho terms on which it 
will grant decrees, and sound scholarship 
will bo necessary to obtain its honors. 

Tho effect of this University movement 
will bo felt at once in our public and High 
Schools. Bright boys and girls will now find 
that poverty will not shut the'door of higher 
education against them. Tho various cities 
of the provinco will emulate each other in 
providing colleges and schools of science 
which will attract students from far and 
near, and our province will bocomo more 
attrnctivo as a placo of residence for thoae 
who have families to educate. The self- 
denying and gratuitous labors of those who 
have brought this movoment to its present 
position, deserve the warmest recognition, 
und we doubt not that they will bo moro 
than rewarded by seeing the glorious fruit- 
age of their labors. 

IS IT NEAR? 

Tho conviction in Great Britain is general 
that the dissolution of Parliament ia not far 
off. This ia not tho opinion of mere quid- 
nuncs who are always ready to snap at and 
make the most of the latest rumor, but it i3 
the conclusion at which men conversant 
with public affairs and who aro skilful in 
reading the signs of tho times, have arrived. 
For instance, speaking of tho then approach- 
ing meeting of Parliament, the London 
Daily Telegraph, of tho 27th ult., said : — 
" We are assuredly entering on the last 
session of the existing Parliament, and the 
only doubt in the mind of any one is whether 
some unforseen occurrence may not bring it to 
a premature close and precipitate a dissolu- 
tion before it has run its six months' course." 
This ia not the lauguige of mere conjecture. 
Latterly, too, the public men of both politi- 
cal parties who have addrcasod the people 
have assumed that tho general election can- 
not bo far ofT. Tho Liberals, sinco their 
victory at Rosaendale, have been loudly 
challenging the Government to bring on tho 
elections without any moro delay. It will 
bo somowhat singular, but by no means im- 
probable, if the introduction of Mr. Balfour's 
Irish Local Government Bill turns out 
to be the "unforseen occurrence" that 
may precipitate a dissolution." Tho fol- 
lowing aro somo of the questions 
which, when the appeal to the 
country is made, the electors willhave to can- 
sider, viz: Home Rule for Ireland, the hours 
of labor, the administration of the poor law, 
the equitable adjustment of local burdens, 
and old age pensions, an interesting question 
lately raised by Mr. Chamberlain. The dis- 
cussions will no doubt be warm and inter- 
esting. Some of the questions before the 
people of Great Britain border on, if they 
are not included in, state-socialism. Tho 
granting of pensions to men who are over 
sixty : fjve years of age on a kind of state in- 
surance plan, will be a new departure in 
British legislation. Will the people consent 
to take it ? An eight-hour law is something 
of the same character. How will it be re- 
ceived ? There are indications that the next 
general election in Great Britain, when it 
does come, will be one of unusual import- 
ance. 



and that the Bill which he introduced on 
Thursday was not so much his bill us the 
bill of his party. 

What its fate will be it would bo rash at 
this moment to predict. A great deal will 
depend upon how it will bo received by the 
nation. Public opinion is exceedingly 
strong in Great Britain, and its influence is 
quickly felt in Parliament. British minis- 
ters havo boen known, before now, 
materially to modify their measures, and 
ovnn to kill them outright, iu defereneo to 
outsido opinion. We do not say that this 
will be tho case with tho Irish Local 
Government Bill, but wo will venture to 
predict that tho Government will not 
attempt to carry it through the Legislature, 
in tho face of a strong expression of popular 
disapprobation. Tho genoral election cau- 
not now bo very far off, and the Govern- 
ment ct.nnot afford to go to the country 
weighted down by a measure which ia 
known to bo generally unpopular.

PAL FOUR'S BILL. 

Mr. Balfour's Irish Local Government Bill 
met with aprettyhot reception, in thollouso 
of Commons, on Thursday evening. As it 
was not framed to please the Opposition, 
their ridicule and their denunciation w ill 
not count for much witli such a cool and 
determined man as the lcad-jr of the House 
of Commons. If he himself is pleased with 
the measure, ho will care very little for tho 
disapprobation of tho Homo Rulers, both 
Irish and English, no matter how violently 
it may lo expressed. But there is good 
reason lo concludo that the bill ia not such 
a one as ho would have drawn up if lie 
were not hampered and restricted by the 
objections and tho scruples of many, to 
whoso opinions and prejudices tho exigen- 
cies of party compel him to defer, to a 
greater of less extent. 

It iB an open secret, that a largo propor- 
tion of the Conservatives of both England 
and Ireland were bitterly opposed to giving 
Ireland a Local Government Law. Many 
of them believed that tho Irish 
majority would use tho powers, which 
a system of local government would 
confer upon them, to oppress the 
minority. Mr. Balfour has evidently 
been compelled, in order lo meet the objec- 
tions of theso Conservatives, to place those 
limits and restrictions on tho power of 
Irish self-government that have_caused the 
whole English Liberal Party and the entire 
Irish Contingent, in spite of their divisions on 
other subjects, to bo a unit iu their opposi- 
tion to liia bill. It is more than probable 
that it will receive a cold und reluctant sup- 
port on tho Government side of tho House, 
both from those who consider it too narrow 
and those who believe it to be loo liberal. 
It is this want of cordiality and conviction 
on his own side that makes Mr. Balfour's 
position so difficult. 

We beliovo that if ho was at liberty to 
have his own way ho would have given lro- 
land a Load Government Law differing very 
little from the law for lie same purpose now 
in operation in England and Scotland. Ho 
would have mado tho differences between 
tho two laws as few and as little invidious 
as possible. Ho would havo shown tho 
Irish people that lie trusted them, and that 
ho believed that thoy would not abuse the 
powers with which tho law invested them. 
He would, too, have given Ireland such n 
law that patriotic and large-minded Lib- 
erals could not consistently have voted 

linst it. If wn recollect right, .Mr. 
Parnoll himself said more than onco that 
ho would not oppose a local government 
measure which would bo fair to^lrelund. 
Prom Mr. Balfour's own speeches wc have 
been led to tho conclusion that iu this 
matter of ox ten ding local self-government 
to Ireland, ho ia in advance of his party,

This gives tho Government a clear 
majority of forty on the floor of the House. 
Such a majority is quite large enough for 
efficiency. But wo believe it will, when the 
House of Commons begins to do business, 
be seen to be still larger. As nothing suc- 
ceeds like success, it will bo found that u 
Government that has a sure majority of 
forty to carry its meaaures will get the sup 
port of all doubtful and wavering men 
We have said nothing about the capture of 
more seats from tho Opposition. As nearly 
all the elections that are still to take place, 
are to fill seats held by Liberals last session, 
it ia by no meuiia unlikely that the Govern- 
ment will gain two or moro seats. If they 
do t!>is, the majority will considerably ex 
cecd forty, and wo would not bo greatly 
surprised if it upproached very nearly to 
fifty. The constituencies where the dates 
for elections have been fixed are a9 follows :

NOT YET CONCLUDED. ( / 

Evidence Heard In tho Case or Mr. Georgo J. 
Cook Yesterday. 

Mr. Georgo J. Cook was not in 'attend- 
ance when the city police court opened at 
tho usual hour yesterday. Tho magistrate 
sought to know tho cause, and it was found 
that tho summonses had been made return- 
able at 11 instead of 10 a. m. Accordingly 
the court adjourned until tho" later hour, 
when Mr. Cook was present, with Mr. Fred. 
G. Walker, bis counsel, and the case opened. 

Mr. Harry E. Field and Mr. W. H. Rout- 
ledge, tho prosecutors, were present in per- 
son ; Mr. Taylor, their legal representative, 
could not attend. The information laid 
charges Cook with having obtained tho sum 
of live hundred dollars from Georgo Harvey 
Reed, of Union, B. C. , by false pretonee and 
with intent to defraud tho said Georgo Har- 
vey Heed. 

The first witness called was Mr. Harry E. 
Fiold, his ovidenco being as follows: On tho 
22nd April, 1801, tho defendant, Cook, 
signed an agreement with ono Georgo 
Harvey Reed, to soli him a certain lot on 
the old Esquimalt road for $300. The 
agreement, produced, was signed by both 
parties, and a deposit of $300 was made by 
Reed. Subsequently two payments were 
made on account of the agreement, and Mr. 
Cook, on the completion of all payments, 
signed a conveyance in favor of Mr. Reed. 
This was in the oflice of Messrs. Routledgo 
& Co. Application was made for registra- 
tion of the conveyance at tho Land Registry 
oilice, when it was found that Mr. Cook was 
not tho registered owner of tho land. The 
conveyance was refused registration. We 
endeavored to got Mr. Reed a title to tho 
property, hut failed to do 60. Wo have re- 
quested Mr. Cook to make the title good, 
but ho says ho has handed the conveyance 
of this lot, aud another adjoining, to a 
party, as collateral security for a liability, 
owing by him to an eastern firm. I have 
also discovered that there were judgments 
against this conveyance if it were brought 
forward. 

,To the Court : When the original agree- 
ment was entered into, Cook was in a posi- 
tion to give a clear title — on April 22nd. 
If Mr. Reed bad paid cash then, ho could 
have got a clear titlo. Cook accepted all 
tho payments, and paid Routledgo & Co. 
$25 for making tho salo. We wero acting 
as Cook's agents; had his property listed, 
and found a purchaser in Mr. Reed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker : I was 
not present when the agreement was signed. 
Defeudant received tho $300 when the 
agreement was entered into. Tho first in- 
stalment was not paid to him; tho others 
were, by Mr. Routledge, who recoived the 
money from Mr. Reed. (\\ itness proceeded 
to detail tho methods df collection and pay- 
ment.) I never said to you (Mr. Walker) 
that wo had sent to Comox for Mr. Reed; 
I did see you, and mention Mr. Cook, but 
not Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Routledgo testified that he was in 
Europe when tho deal between Mr. Cook 
and Mr. Reed was consummated by his 
then partner, Mr. Church, and consequently 
knew nothing of tho matter until his return 
to Victoria ; had discovered that Mr. Cook 
was not the registered owner of the lot, 
and never had been; Mr. Christie was; 
tried to get a mortgago from Cook on his 
other property to secure the $500 ; others 
had " got in " ahead ; Mr. Field made all 
collections and payments in tho transaction ; 
Reed had been notified of tho proceedings 
by Capl. Butler, who had acted as his 
agent in making the payments from time to 
time. 

This was all the evidence offered, and Mr. 
Field asked for an adjournment to enable 
Mr. Tuylor to attend. 

Tho magistrate remarked that an adjourn- 
ment could only be granted to allow of the 
presentation of further evidence. That 
nlreudy offered was not sufficient to make 
tho caso a good one. 

Counsel for tho defense asked for Mr. 
Cook's discharge, Baying that no evidence 
had been given against him calculated to 
sustain the charge laid. 

His honor remarked that the interest of 
justice required to bo fully protected as 
well as the rights of the defendant, and 
adjourned the case until this morning, to 
enable Mr. Field to securo witnesses to 
prove that at tho time the agreement was 
entered into Cook bad no transferable in- 
terest in the property in question.

A PINE SAW MILL. 

Containing Sonn Machinery Unequalled on 
the Coast— Splendid Stock of Lumber. 

Yesterday afternoon a Colonist reporter 
paid a visit to the saw mill owned by Mr. 
Adams, in wdiieh new machinery and im- 
proved methods of workmanship aro con- 
tinually being introduced. The building, 
which covers a large extent of ground, con- 
sists of two floors, and is arranged so that 
every font of space is utilized. On the top 
flat 13 a long shaft, of powerful build, fixed 
in tho coiling and running a big turning 
maohine and lathes. In the upper end of 
tho flat aro stored thirty thousand feet 
of well seasoned cedar, for finishing 
housos. It is in splendid condition, cut 
in all sizes, and being throughout of a rich, 
deep color. The ground floor contains a 
largo 25 horse power boiler and direct ac- 
tion engine, tho latter doing away with all 
necessity for belting and driving much 
better on that account. The circular saw 
used in cutting and stripping the big logs 
as they are pulled up out of the water, is 
the largest mid only ono of its kind in the 
province. It is what is called a "perforated 
Hoe," manufactured by that celebrated firm 
in Philadelphia. Tho wheel, pulley, and 
steam rail machinery for pulling tho log 
truck up along the saw aro all perfect. 
The great attraction, however, among tho 
buzzing, flying paraphrcnulia with which the 
place is stocked, is a newly patented 
planer turned out by the McGregor-Courlay 
Co., of Gait, Ontario. It is one of the best 
planers made, and is a double surfaeer and 
matcher. This machine can piano and 
finish all four sides of a board at the one 
running. It has a capacity of 20,000 foot 
per day. Standing next to this is a gang 
edger, capable of edging all that a sawmill 
can cut, and able to tako in and split a 
board 4 feet in width. Trimmers and cut- 
offs abound throughout the building. 

Outside, on the whurves and stages, are 
150,01)0 feet of well seasoned lumber, all 
dressed, and containing a largo quantity of 
the finest 2J inch flooring. Tho boom now 
being worked off camo from 200 miles up 
the coast, and is composed of excellent tim- 
ber throughout. The average capacity of 
tho mill is 10,001) feet per day, which 
amount will, however, bo largely increased 
very shortly. 

The mill throughout is ono of the be3t 
fitted up and moat easily worked in tho 
country, and, in the superior finish of tho 
material turned out, is a credit to its enter- 
rising owner.

C. C. T'emberton, and others, opposing 
private bill re Victoria City; from Corpora- 
tion of Cily of Victoria re Victoria and 
Esquimalt Telephone Company's private 
bill; and from Ashoroft and Cariboo Rail- 
way Company re private bill. 

Mr. Sum LIN presented a petition from 
the Nicola, Kamlpops and Similkatneen 
Railway aud Coul Company, for a private 
bill. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. EbRRTS presented the report of the 
Private Bills and Standing Orders Com- 
mittee, that the rules and regulations had 
been complied with in the cases of the bills 
re Vancouver Short Lino Railway and 
Sumas Reclamation Company. — Adopted. 

Hon. Mr. BkAVEN reported from the 
Select Committee on Rules of procedure. 
Report received, adopted and ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. Rogers, from the Select Committee 
appointed to enquire into the matter of the 
grant of certain lands to A. S. Farwell, re- 
ported, asking permission to employ a sten- 
ographer and to have counsel appear, the 
latter to be paid by the.resideuts of Rovel- 
stoke. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven" objected to the roport 
on the ground that if the committee made 
one report, its powers would there end. 

Hon. Mr. ROBSON explained what had 
been the proceeduro in such cases. In 
. course of the discussion which followed he 
said, that he thought it was quite compet- 
ent for tho chairman of any committee to 
make requests to che House from timo to 
time. 

After discussion on rules of order the re- 
port was withdrawn. 

VANCOUVER SHORT LINE RAILWAY. 

Mil. Hall introduced a bill to incorpor- 
ate the Vancouver Short Line Railway 
company. Bill read a first timo and re- 
ferred to Private Bills committee. 

SISTERS OF CHAIUTY. 

Mr. Bkown introduced a bill to incor- 
porate the Sisters of Charity of Providence. 
Bill read a first timo and referred to Private 
Bills committee. 

Hon. Mr Turner moved, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Robson, "That tho speech of his 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governer at the 
opening of the present session, be taken into 
consideration on Monday next." Carried. 

VICTORIA CITY AMENDMENT BILL. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved tho adoption of 
the report of tho Committee of the W hole on 
tho Victoria City Election bill. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, in moving tho second 
reading of an act to amend the School Bill, 
said: I will occupy tho attention of the 
House for a short time only in explaining 
tho provisions of this bill, inasmuch as 
those provisions have been already, at a 
previous session, pretty well discussed by 
members of the House. Hon. gentlemen of 
this House will remember that a year ago 
the provisions of the School Bill passed at 
the time were such as to empower each of 
the municipal councils in the four cities of 
the province, viz.: New Westminster, 
Nanuimo, Vancouver and Victoria, to 
appoint four school trustees, while the 
Government of tho day was empowered to 
appoint three trustees. Experience has led 
■ us to conclude that it is desirable that the 
school trustees should be elected entirely by 
tho ratepayers. The machinery provided 
here in this amendment is simply for the 
purpose of carrying out that idea, providing 
as it does, that all the school trustees 
shall be elected by the full vote 
that is cist by tho ratepayers for the c>le 
f ion ^ f i»nv«rn, It is thouah that by having 
the school trustees elected at the time of- 
ttie u.ajoittUy elections, and in the way 
suggested, that it will insure a much larger 
vote, and a much greater interest will bo 
taken than was the case formerly. Of course 
hon. members opposite will remember that, 
ono circumstance which led to the change 
a year ago, was that it was found from ex- 
perience that comparatively few people took 
any interest in the election, and therefore the 
school trustees, elected by such a small vote, 
could not very well be regarded as repre- 
senting the ratepayers in us full and large 
a sense as was desirable. In making the 
change last year, it was hoped that 
better material cuuld be placed on the 
school hoards and that therefore tho 
work of the Boards of School Trustees 
would be much better done. It was found 
that in ono of four cities referred to, the 
pirticnlai-clause of the bill relating to the 
appointment of school trustees had not 
worked satisfactorily. Iain glad, however, 
to know that in the other thrco cities, tl 
bill has worked very favorably, and anyone 
attending a meeting of tho school hoards in 
those cities would lie at a loss to ascertain 
which of the trustees were appointed by the 
Government and which by the Council, to 
harmoniously did they work together. 
None of those unfortunate difficulties which, 
I am sorry to say, have arisen in Victoria 
were found to have arisen in the other 
cities. I myEclf have not at all changed my 
opinion as to Uib wisdom and desirability of 
the change made a year ago, but I am 
none the less well prepared to think 
the change now proposed will again be one 
step further in tho right direction. I am 
quite well aware that the hon. leader of the 
Opposition has at all times advocated tho 
procedure now adopted by the Government, 
and ho is therefore entitled to a certain 
amount of credit for the Government hav- 
ing adopted (he change, which credit I am 
quite willing to accord bin). I think, how- 
ever, that in a matter of this kind it should 
not bo tho wish of tho Government to let 
anything exist that would bo likely to cause 
any difficulty to arise between members of 
tho school board. It is most desirable that 
the work of tho school boards should be 
carried out in harmony and unanimity. I 
therofore feol that in making this change 
our object is to do awuy with any possible 
cans) of friction in any ono of the four cities 
named. While tho present system has 
worked satisfactorily elsewhere there will, 
I am sure, bo no objections in the other 
threo cities to tho proposed change. It 
will, I hope, do away with a great deal of 
unsatisfactory feeling and unsatisfactory 
work that Iiib resulted in one of tho four 
citios in the province. Thero can only be 
ono object tho Government cun have in this 



matter, and that is to draw as much public 
attention and interest to tho construction of 
the trustee boards us possiblo, and that wo 
may secure, to as large an extent as possible, 
tho active public interest of tho peoplo in 
the formation of such boards 1 think and 
hope and believe, that this amendment will 
have a most bsuefioial effect in this direc- 
tion. It has been thought advisable that 
tho vote should ho cast for tho election of 
school trustees, in the sumo place and at tho 
same timo as the election for mayor is held, 
because then the voto will bo cast for tho 
whole city, and there will ho loss possi- 
bility of sectional or personal feeling. 
It has been thought that that is tho best 
way to remove nny of this local or sectional 
feeling, and beside.", it will biingouttho 
full vote, or, at any rate, the largest vole. 
Thero is also another provision of this bill, 
that I think will meet with tho approba- 
tion of tho residents of the cities of tho 
province. It ha3 been obj ctcd, that under 
the present law, the City School Boarda are 
entirely independent of tho City Councils 
in framing their estimates. They can 
frame their estimates and provide for their 
expenditures as extravagantly us they 
please, and tho City Councils, when asked 
for the money, cannot say nay. Hon. 
members of the House will see, that there 
is an amendment in this bill, which makes 
it necessary that the trustees shall prepare 
their estimates, and then submit them for 
the sanction of the City Council. This will 
remove that element of unfairness imposed 
in the present bill, which places it in tho 
power of the School Boards to make any 
expenditures they sco fit, whether the 
Council like it or not. (Applause). 

Hon. Mr. Heaven said that the dissatis- 
faction over the school trustees arose be- 
cause the people had had tho power taken 
from them. Ho advocated public measures 
on public grounds, and was glad to see his 
views adopted at any time, even by the 
leader of the Government. He objected to 
section ,'i2, of the School Act, winch, he 
said, must remain a dead letter until tho 
assessment system was altered. Tho trus- 
tees could demand what money they want- 
ed for the year, before the end of January, 
and the City Council must raise it by the 
end of February. This was a practical im- 
possibility. Ho thought that tho School 
Department should be removed from politi- 
cal control. 

Mr. Cotton commended the action of the 
Government in tho subject mutter of the 
new bill. 

Mr. Semlin also gaVo the Government 
credit for having arrived ut a correct con- 
clusion. They had adopted, ho said, the 
principle advocated last year by the Oppo- 
sition. 

Dr. Milne ulso spoke, claiming the action 
of the Government as a victory for the Op- 
position. 

Mr. Hunter said he still believed in tho 
principles of the school bill of last year, but 
would not oppose tho present hill, although 
ho was compelled to say that ho thought if 
hon. members on the opposite side of the 
House had not brought polities into school 
matters, there would have been no diffi- 
culty. 

Hon. MEMBERS — Hear, hear. 
Mr. Hunter continued that ho was per- 
sonally satisfied that another year's trial of 
the method of appointing school trustees us 
adopted by tho bill of last year would have 
convinced every hon. member of the House 
that tho system was calculated to bo of ben- 
efit to the schools and to the province alike. 

The second reading of tho bill cirrUd 
unanimously. It will be committed on Mon- 
day. 

county courts hill 
Mr. BROWN moved the second reading of 
a bill to amend tho County Court8 Act 
Ho spoke at soma length explaining tin 
provisions of the amendments he proposed 
Hon. Mr. Davie opposed the bill us 
wrong in principle. 

Mr. E herts said bo would vote for the 
second reading of the bill, ua he believed it 
contained some provisions at least, that 
would be of benefit to those who had to do 
business with the County Court. 

Mr. Kitchen said he would support tho 
second reading in the hope that when the 
bill went into committee those members of 
the House who were lawyers would so 
amend it as to make it workable. 

Hon. Mr. PoOLKY said that he felt bound 
to oppose the bill, and us a lawyer, was 
quite prepared to give his reasons for so 
doing. Hs thought it would be difficult to 
make the hill workable without seriously 
injuring the efficacy of the County Court us 
now constituted as n court for the collection 
of small debts. Where an appeal was de- 
sired against a judgment of the County 
Court, thero was a provision in the present 
act to cover such cases, and ho could not ecu 
why there should he any reason for the pro- 
posed amendments. 

The second reading was carried on the 
following division, viz. 

Ayes : McKenzie, Kitchen, Punch, 
Cotton, Milne, Beaven, Brown, Forster, 
Keith, Eberts, Stoddart, Iluuter and 
Rogers — 13. 

Nays : Baker, Robson, Davie, Vernon, 
Booth, Pooley, Turner, Croft, Home, 
Smith— 10.

Mr. Kitchen asked that his bill to 
amend the Game Act bo laid over for u 
few days to enable proposed amendments to 
be prepared. 

The House adjourned at '1:.'!0 o'clock.

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FISH AS A FERTILIZER. 

The Ontario Department of Agri 
culturo Report Upon British 
Columbia Samples. 



Au Industry Whoso Development 
Means Much for This 
Province. 



In the annual report of tlio Department 
of Agriculture of the Province of Ontario, 
for 1891, tho following unalysi3 appears 
from tho Chemical Laboratory of the On- 
tario Agricultural College, Guelph, by C. C. 
James, Professor of Chemistry. 

Four samples of fish were brought east 
from British Columbia, by Mr. Alexander 
Begg, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
comparative valuo of each kind. The 
samples were placed in tin cases, and eoI- 
deretl. They reached Toronto in March, 
1891. The cases were numbered 1, 2, 3 
and 4. 

No. 1 contained head and entrails of cod 
fish. 

No. 2 contained a whole dog fish. 

No. 3 contained divided salmon, as can- 
nery refuse. 

No. 4 contained whole herrings. 

Professor James reports that taken from 
the cases as received, they consisted of the 
following :

By thoroughly drying, as far as was pos- 
sible, tho amount of water was reduced to 
about four per cent., so that in drying the 
material was reduced to about one-fourth of 
its original weight.

Other samples have shown moro phos- 
phoric acid (13 to 15 per cent.) and lets 
nitrogen (S)[ to 9 per cent. ) Some of them 
were scrap that had been steamed to remove 
the oil. 

It will thus be seen that a most excellent 
fertilizer can be produced from any ono or 
all of. the samples of fish refuse sent here for 
analysis, by ((t) extracting tho fat or oil, (/)) 
removing the excets of moisture by drying, 
(c) thoroughly pulverizing. The fertilizer 
thus produced would be rich in nitrogen 
and phosphoric acid, but would he deficient 
in potash. To make a complete fertilizer of 
it au addition of sulphate of potash might 
be made. Without lhe complete extraction 
of oil and salt and effective drying, a finely 
pulverized guano cannot bo obtained. 

Norwegian fish potash guano thus pro- 
duced contains as follows, according to Dr. 
Griffith's " Artificial Manures :" —

"These fish guanos are shipped from 
Jensen's works in tho Lofoden Islands 
(Norway), and conveyed to Eogland,'' und 
according to the same authority, English 
fish guanos (without potash) sell from £5 
10a to £0 per ton. American fish and pot- 
ash sells at from §25 to §35 per ton. Pot- 
ash and phosphates are added to the fish 
refuse, and they contain from 2J to 4J per 
cent, of nitrogen; fiora 3 to 13 per cent, of 
phosphoric acid, and from 3 to o per cent, 
of potash. »*•♦*« * 

Prof. Storer, of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, of Harvard, in his "Agriculture in 
some of its relations to Chemistry," says, 
"The American fish guano is a product ob- 
tained incidentally in the manufacture of 
oil from a coarse sort of herring called the 
menhaden or pogy. Mr. Watt,, of Aber- 
deen, in the report of the transactions of 
the Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland, for 18811, page 203, says: "The 
oil from the herring is serviceable for a 
great many industrial purposes— for the 
preparation of leather, in the treat- 
ment of vegetable fibres prior to spin- 
ning, in tho manufacture of soap (which 
is tho creat use to which tho uualttgous 
menhaden oil is turned in America), and 
for lubrication and burning." 

Professor James tays in relation to the 
commercial value of the material, "that 
"from ono Ion of undried refuse and her- 
rings there should be obtained at least 100 
lbs. of oil, and perhaps much more ; and 
from 400 to 500 lbs. of Bsh guano or fertili- 
zer — the latter worth between §20 anil §30 
per ton, or the ton of raw fresh material 
should produce oil and fertilizer worth at 
least §15, and perhaps §20. On this ques- 
tion of valuo of production, Mr. Watt 
speaks as follows: From 10 tons of average 
herrings in t lie fishing season there would 
bo obtained U ton of oil perhaps, and 2 
tons of Bsh guano, If, Bay 300 gallons were 
obtained, which is a moderate estimate, and 
tho price 2 shillings a gallon, which might 
probably be realized, the oil of 10 tons of 
fish would produce £30. Then there would 
bo two tons of guano at £10 per ton. Thus, 
if estimates are at all trustworthy, 
something like £5 a ton might be 
realized through the manipulation of 
herrings, as a raw material of oil 
and manure." Tho above value of £0 per 
ton is, perhaps, too high for this country, 
but making allowance for that, our valu- 
ation of §15 to §20 per ton, will not bo 
much astray. 

Conclusion— 'From the consideration of 
the whole question, I am of the opinion 
that tho manufacture of tho refuse into 
fertilizer, is strongly to bo reo an mended, 
because : — 

1st. It will thin utilize a bye-product that 
otherwise is a total loss. 

2nd. It will prevent tho watora from' bo- 
coming contaminated. 

3rd. It's proper management must tend 
towards a more healthful surrounding. 

4th. It's return to the soils of the farm 
will partly ollaet the waste of our cities by 
sewerage carried to tho lakes aiid rivers. 
. 5th. If properly handled it will pay well. 
Prom the great importance of this question, 
to the health of the community, tho welfare 



of tho fishing industry, and the progress of 
agriculturo, I have endeavored to reply at 
this length." 

[Professor James is entitled to tlio best 
thanks of tho people of British Columbia 
for his able and exhaustive report of a sub- 
ject of so much interest to tho Province, as 
well as to tho rest of tho Dominion. On in- 
quiry it is found that the Minister of Agri- 
culture for Ontario, had the analysis made 
at tho Agricultural Collego freo of any 
charge. It is further learned that Mr. 
Begg procured the tainplcs of fish and took 
them to Toronto at his own expense.] 

THE UNIVERSITY QUESTION. 

BDITOIt Colonist:— Sir, Would you kind- 
ly allow mo space for a few words on the 
University question? I can only speak 
from what has appeared in the newspapers 
this morning, und tho reports may bo very 
imperfect. Prom them I learn that a few 
senators held an "informal" meeting, and 
on the strength of mutual agreement, they 
ask the Government and Legislature to 
praotbally undo the work of tho last two 
sofsions by making radical changes in tho 
University Bill— changes never before pro- 
posed or considered by either tho Convoca- 
tion or Senate. It seems ungracious to ap- 
pear to find fault with tho work of those so 
zealous in this matter, but with all due 
deference I venture to submit a few obser- 
vations for careful consideration, if they 
are deemed worthy of it. A great deal of 
pains were taken by Convocation with 
the bill of last session, and I 
humbly think that any changes made 
without tho authority of Convocation are 
not only very informal, but somewhat 
arbitrary, and bear too close a resemblance 
to the " We, tho people of England," busi- 
ness. Tho reasons for now limiting the 
University to a mero examining 9nd degree 
conferring body, may be good enough, even 
unanswerable, if we knew them, hut it is 
never right to do the right thing in a,wrong 
way. If it be impossible to convene a 
meeting of Convocation in time, the least 
that in my opinion, ought to be done, is to 
state the reasons for the proposed change, 
send them to each member of Convocation 
and Senate, and invite replies. Even then 
the affair would appear a little high handed. 
What is to hinder a few people "inform- 
ally" meeting every year when tho Legis- 
lature is in session and making radical 
changes ? 

The proposil to make a full Hedged 
University dependent upon a two-thirds 
vote of tho Sena to appears to me exceed- 
ingly unsatisfactory. There would bo no 
feeling of stability or security about any 
arrangements made with such a proviso as 
that, which might bo taken advantage of 
any day. Far better mako the University 
ono thing or tho other, and have some cer- 
tainty about it, and when the time arrives 
for a change seek in the proper way for the 
necessary legislation. But the idea of 
leaving such a door open for wire-pulling 
or scheming is extremely dangerous. There 
are such people in all institutions, and if 
•here are none now connected with the 
Senate, we do not know how soon there 
may be. The Senate of this year liny ho a 
very different affair from that of the next 
two or three years. 

I do not wish to enlarge upon thefe 
points, or to write a single word provocative 
of controversy. My dee]) interest in tho 
educational affairs of the Province in which 
I havo spent thirty years of my life, is my 
only reason for venturing to call the atten- 
tion nf all concerned to tho necessity of 
moving cautiously and unitedly in this most 
mportant matter.

The adjourned special mooting of the City 
Council was hold last night, thoBO present 
being tho Mayor, Aid. Lovcll, Devlin, 
Bukor, Styles, McKilliean, Humbcr and 
Hunter. 

Tho Council wont into Committee of the 
whole on tho by-law for tho appointment 
of Commissioners of sewers, taking them up 
from the point at which they left oft' at the 
previous meeting — tho definition of com- 
missioners' duties. 

The amendment made to sub-section 1>, 
clauso 2, at last meeting, was further 
amended by adding that tho Commission- 
ers shall not have the power to appoint 
any person beyond tho term of their own 
office, and that tho council havo power of 
dismissal of Any official on thirty days' 
notice. 

Tho by-law provides that tho Commis- 
sioners shall examine all accounts, and cer- 
tify the same f see that moneys voted 
for sowerago purposes bo so expended ; 
settlo all disputes between inspectors, con- 
tractors, etc., und in the caso of three Com- 
missioners being appointed, cheques to be 
sigued by at least two, ond countersigned 
by tho Mayor. 

C%iusc3 3, i, 5 and passed in their en- 
tirety. 

Clause 7 passed without any opposition. 

Clause S set forth that "Tho remunera- 
tion of tho said commissioners shall be (a) 
for each and every meeting of less than two 
hours' duration; (b) for each and every 
meeting of moro than two hours' duration. 

This subject created very considerable 
discussion. 

The Mayor explained that, heretofore, 
tho commissibners wore paid $10 for each 
meeting, whether it lusted half an hour or 
half a day. 

Ald. Devlin did not think it right to 
consider tho subject merely from a question 
of time spent at a meeting. Although these 
gentlemen did not meet, perhaps, very fre- 
quently, still they wero constantly on duty. 

Aid. HUNTER did not believe in cheese- 
paring economy. Tie guaranteed to suy 
that none of the gentlemen now oecupyin 
positions as commissioners, considered what 
was made by the appointment. He rather 
inclined to tho belief that tho gontlemen 
lost by the time occupied by those meetings. 
They acted more in the interests of tho city 
than in consideration of the small stipend 
allowed to them. 

Ai.n. Ham, followed in the same strain. 
Tho commissioners were men who thought 
moro of the interests of tho city, than they 
did of tho §10, thsy received. The duties 
wero increasing at present, rather than 
diminishing, and the remuneration was cer- 
tainly not too liberal. 

Ald. LoVELL thought it better to leave 
matters as they were. Ten dollars per sit- 
ting was little enough. 

Ai.d. HoMBER asked how many meetings 
the commissioners had held last year. 

Tho clerk gave the number as thirty. 

Ald. McKii.T.ICAN pointed out that the 
sewerage works were now Hearing com- 
pletion. It would not be advisable to mukc 
any change. 

Ald. Bakeh concurred. 

Ald. Lovell moved, seconded by Aid. 
Hull, that tho rate bo, as before, 510 per 
meeting. 

Ald. Hunter moved that the clause be 
altered accordingly. 

Ald. Styles thought that there should bo 
some sliding scale, but was overruled by the 
rest of the Board, and the remuneration was 
fixed at §10 for each meeting duly called." 

The Assessment By-Law passed its second 
reading, fixing the date for making tho as- 
sessment, etc. 

Tho council proceeded with the considera- 
tion of the Buildings' By-Law, which was 
presented by Aid. McKilliean. 

The Mayor asked the Alderman which of 
tho Building By-laws he aimed at umend- 
ing. There wero six such by-laws and 
amended by-laws in existence, and lie 
wished to enquire which of these the pro- 
posed by-law referred to. 

Aid. McKilliean replied that all the ex- 
isting by-laws would be more or less 
amended. 

The Mayor suggested that AM. McKilli- 
ean should repeal all existing by-laws on the 
subject, and introduce one embracing his 
own ideas. 

Ald. McKillican explained that ho had 
submitted the by-law to the city barristers, 
and it hud passed them. He recommended 
the Council to pass tho by-law now sub 
initted, us it aimed at regulating certain 
breaches now being tolerated— such as the 
erection of a "bay window," similar to that 
which was causing such trouble on Broad 
street. 

Ald. HUMBER designated it an a "bay 
window," not building, by-law. (Laughter") 

After some further discussion, the by-law 
fell through, to be re introduced at some 
future date. 

The By-law to amend the Market By-law 
was next taken up, being introduced by 
Aid. Devlin, and gone through in detail. 
The by-law was reported and passed. 

The Finance committee sent in a special 
report, calling attention to an account from 
Charles Bone, contractor, for laying certain 
sidewalks. The amount of tho claim was 
$618.28, nearly one-third of which was 
made up of extras. The committee ob- 
jected to the fact that the outgoing Council 
had left their successors several legacies in 
tho way of unpaid contracts. 

Tho report was warmly discussed, nnd 
homo sympathy expressed for tho con- 
tractor, who alleged that ho did not get 
proper levels from the engineer. 

Ald. Styles pointed out, that since the 
present Council had been in ofliee, he had 
seen tho City Surveyor but once— that 
gentleman had since been unable to attend 
to bis duties, owing to illness.- 

The report was referred to tho Street 
Committee. 

Ald. Styles naked if tho Council would 
do anything towards appointing a person to 
fill Mr. Leech's place, as City Surveyor, dur: 
ing his illness. 

No action was taken on tho subject, und 
the Council adjourned at 10:50 p. m. 



AFFAIRS IN ALASKA- 

Unsatisfactory Conditions Call for Prompt 
Action— A Teacher Killed by 
Whiskey Smugglers, 

Washington, Fub. 10. — Tho facts rela- 
tive to the killing of Charles \V. Edwards, 
a government teacher at Kato Island, in 
Alaska, by whiskey smugglers havo been 
transmitted to . the President by Secretary 
Noblo. In his letter tho secretary says: 
This correspondence discloses a very 
sad coudilion of affairs amongst tho 
natives of Alaska 'consequent upon the il- 
licit sale of intoxicating liquors. Tho rem- 
edy suggested in the correspondence is the 
appointment of several teachers to be jus- 
tices of tho peace, but tho assistant general 
assigned to this department has submitted 
an opinion to the effect that thero ia no ex- 
isting law authorizing Ihe appointment of 
justices of tho peaco in that territory. 
There aio four commissioners, with 
justice of tho peace powers, appointed 
by the President for tho territory, ono at 
Sitka, one at W range], one at Ounaluska, 
and one at Juneau City, with jurisdiction 
defined by the Act of May 17,1884. But 
this is deemed entirely inadequate to tho 
present needs of this extensive territory, 
ovor which tho means of com- 
munication aro very imperfect, and 
tedious. Thero are settlers and schools 
hundreds of miles distant from tho locality 
of tho nearest commissioners, with facilities 
of travel afforded only at long intervals, 
frequently many months at a timo inter- 
vening between. If anything effective can 
be accomplished, it occurs to mo that it 
must bo reached through the action of tho 
Departments of Justice and the Treasury.

San Francisco, Feb. 19.— Wing Leo 
formed tho American Cigar Company in 
Chibatown, some timo ago, and persuaded 
many Chinese to put their money in tho 
scheme, which was to bo similar to a trust 
company. IIo bus disappeared, taking with 
him about §15,000, paid in by his fellow 
countrymen, who ure now hunting for him. 

New Frencli Uevtnnc Culler. 

San Francisco, Feb. 19. — The Echooner 
Papeete, built for the French Government, 
by Matthew Turner, at Benicin, arrived 
yesterday. The vessel it to bo used as a 
revenue cutter. The Papeete will be 
armed with two gir s, in all probability 
quick firing guns, of tho new French model. 
She will be ready for sea in ubout fivo days, 
und will bo taken to Tahiti by a crew from 
this poit. 

A Missing Witness. 

San Francisco, Feb. 19.— Tho hearing of 
a motion for a new trial for Sydney Bell was 
resumed this afternoon, C. J. Moore, tho 
missing witness, who said ho knew who 
killed Jacobson, was called in vain at the 
door. A bench warrant has been issued for 
bis arrest, but as yet his whereabouts are 
unknown. 

Arrested for Subornation. 

San Francisco, Feb. 19.— In the U. S. 
Circuit Court, Into this afternoon, Georgo 
Lang, owner of the Calistogo Winery Dis- 
tillery company, tho plant of which has 
been seized, was convicted of bribing thu 
principal witness for the prosecution and ho 
was placed under arrest. All tho property 
was ordered to be confiscated. 

Dynamite rur Alushn. 
Port Townsend, Feb. 18.— The steamer 
Enterprise, carrying a cargo of dynamite 
for Alaska, arrived this morning from San 
Francisco. As the harbor master would not 
allow their transfer to the steamer Alki, 
which carries them to the north, and has 
been waiting here for some days, to be 
made at the wharf, both 'Vessels steamed to 
an anchorage across tho bay. There tho 
transfer was effected. The cargo consisted 
of GO tons of giant powder. 

Carzn In Sun Francisco. 

San Francisco, Feb s 19 — An evening 
paper says Garza, the Mexican revolution- 
ist, has been seen in this city and recog- 
nized by a countryman, und is believed to 
be In hiding here now. 

Salvage of Ihe Wlialcliacli. 
Portland, Or., Feb. 19. — Captain Hus- 
tings, of the whalcback Wetmore, arrived 
from the Sound, to-day, and the taking of 
testimony was begun in the salvage suit 
brought by Frank Upton, owner of the 
Zambesi, against tho Wetmore. Originally 
the suit was brought for ,5250,000, but tho 
amount has been reduced to §200,000. Tho 
cisc will bo put on trial in tho United 
States Circuit Court in about two weeks. 

A Woman's Heroism. 
Astoria, Or., Feb. 18. — Mrs. White, of 
Copali, Wash., who rescued three sailors 
from the bark Ferndale, wrecked off Gray's 
harbor January 29, bus written British 
Vice-Consul Cherry, asking him lo forward 
proof thlt she rescued the sailors at the 
peril of her own life.
